The Committee stage of the Constitution of 
the Saorstat Eireann Bill was resumed in the 
Provisional Parliament yesterday, when the 
House proceeded to discnss amendments to 
Article 75: , 

Mr. O'Higgins moved Article 76, as follows :— 
“As respects departmental property, assets, 
rights and liabilities, the Government of the 
Irish Free State/Saorstat Eireann shal] be re- 
garded as the successors of the Provisional 
Government, and, to the extent to which func- 
tions of any department of the British Govern- 
ment become functions of the Government of the 
Trish Free State/Saorstat Eireann, as the suc- 
cessars of such department of the. British 
Government.” 

The article as drafted was approved without 
amendment. ' 3 

Article 77. was read as follows :—‘‘ After the 
date ou which this Constitution comes mto 
operation the House of the Parliament elected 
in pursuance of the Irish Free State (Agreement) 


Act. 1922 ‘being the constituent assembly for | 


the settlement of this Constitution), may, for a 
period not exceeding one year from that date, 
but subject to compliance by the members
